1. The inventions in the claims noted below of the subject 
application are unpatentable under Patent Law Section 
29(1) (iii) since it they are described in the publications 
below which were distributed prior to the filing of the 
subject application in Japan or other countries.

Cited document 1 describes a control system for 
limiting an aperture diameter of a diaphragm depending on a 
zoom position in order to prevent degradation of optical 
performance when a shift lens for correcting an image shake 
is moved. 

• Claims 7 and 8

• Remark 

Cited document 2 describes an image-shake correcting 
lens having sub diaphragm means for blocking an off -axis 
incident light flux in order to reduce the unevenness in the 
marginal illumination when the image-shake correcting lens 
is moved. In addition, cited document 2 describes that the 
marginal illumination can also be reduced by reducing the 
aperture diameter of the diaphragm (lines 12 and 13 in the 
lower left column of page 2) . 

2. The inventions in the claims noted below of the subject 
application are unpatentable under Patent Law Section 29(2) 
since they could have been easily made by persons who have 
common knowledge in the technical field to which the 
inventions pertain, on the basis of the inventions described 
in the publications below which were distributed prior to 
the filing of the subject application in Japan or other 
countries .

As described in cited document 3 and 4, zoom lenses 
that control the maximum F-number using a sub-diaphragm 
whose diameter varies in accordance with the zoom position 
were commonly known before the filing of the subject 
application . 

As described in cited document 5, to correct the amount 
of shift of the image-shake correcting optical system on the 
basis of the position information of the variable 
magnification optical system was commonly known before the 
filing of the subject application. 
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Accordingly, the inventions in claims 1-8 of the 
subject application could have been easily made by persons 
skilled in the art on the basis of the inventions described 
in cited documents 1 and 2 and commonly known techniques. 

For the claims other than the claims specified in this 
notification of reasons for refusal, no reason for refusal 
is found at present. If any reasons for refusal is found 
later, it will be notified.
